The S.xone did not 
live in towns and villages, they dwolt in 
tho cutintry and each man cultivated his 
wn plot of land,‘ Threo acres and a cow’ 
was theic style (Laughter), They had o 
touzh jab tu displuce the Oelts. It waa the 
hardy Celts who made men of. the Saxons, 
The racial charactoristics remained distinct; 
and they wore so to this’duy. Lot the an- 
cient boundary Hine of ‘the southern Saxon 
kingdom be kept im miud while the pulitica! 
map of tha United Kingdom was examined 
and the influence of these racial character 
jatica would be plainly seon at the. presont 
moment. The Colts were the Liberals and. 
the Saxons were the Conaorvatives to-day. 
There was the samo difference in the matter 
of religion, The Anglo-Saxons had the 
‘Anglican Church and the reat of the coun- 
try had thoir own creeda, - The Anglo- 
Saxons, the Conservatives, :st the present 
moment were holding Hnglund againat 
Scotland, Ireland, and Hates, and were 
still fighting their neighbours, the Irish, 
Welsh and: Scotch, “It had to be 
proved which was the bettor, After 
spoaking.at seme length on the spread of 
the Anglo-Saxon race over the globo from 
England, aod of the position of the race in 
America and. Australis, the lecturer went 
on to show the influence of climate and 
temperature upon them, romarking that 
the peoplo of Anglo-Saxon stock would be 
found living, and showing the most aslient 
characteristics of the race in places us noar 
aa possible to the temperature of the coun- 
try from which they started... But the race 
suffered ‘physical degeneration when. re- 
moved from the climatic conditions of their 
home. % .@ Australians who had distin- 
guished themselves in athletica would be 
found to be the children not of Australians 
but of English parenta., The typical Ame- 
rican was a ‘long, gaunt, raw-boned, dya- 
peptic-looking man.’ ‘They had not good 
atomaohs, aud no race could get on without 
good stomachs. Thinking Americans were 
seriously olarmed for the fature of their 
race, and were fillod with doubt'as to haw 
it would goon, Australians born of English 
parents looked upon’ Australians of the 
third geworation as ‘totally distinct from 
thomaelvea, and not only so bat as an infe- 
rior race, Was this Anglo-Saxon race to 
continue to hold its own? From being an 
agricultural peuple they bad become in Eng- 
land necessarily a race of town-dwel:era. 
He need .not: remind. is -andienca that in 
London, which was considered ono of the 
healthiest cities in the world, a third gone- 
ration of town-bred'peuple waa unknown. 
Such was the effect of town life on the race. 
Against this deteriorating influence they 
had tho fondness for sporta which was now 
so widely diffused among the youth of the 
country—cricket, fuotball-and abbletics of 
all kinds ; and ‘whilu thia lasted there was 
little chanoe of Englishnien, of the middle 
classes at least, ainking into the coudition of 
the dyspeptio race of Amarica, England was 
the proper home of ‘the race. Thera men 
wore atiil produced whose feats of strength 
and agility had never been equalled in the 
paat. ‘Thy Anglo-Saxon race :hod’ found 
their honmo-in Eagland, ond so long oa they 
kept their love for atlilotics and outdoor 
sports of all kinds, Englasd would produce 
men who would beable to hold their own 
againat those of any other part of tho world 
(Applause. ) . : Ae? ee

His (.ordship said the position was one in 
whiclyhe had chosen to place himself. 

‘The following evidanée was thon callod:— 

Kwok Ayau said: I am a stearmaan 0.1 tho 
Morning Star ferry-launch, I hava beon 
amployed in that capasicy for eight months. 
T was on board the vessel on the Gth Octo- 
ber. At6.15 p.m. un thet date the Aforn 
ing Star loft Pedder’s Wharf for Tsim-tsa- 
teu. . On the way occrusy we wat 4 
steam launch.. We were then. a littl of 
tha stern of the Meanee.,. Wo could not 
soa her before becwise the Meanee was in 
ths way. J eaw three lighta on the Inunch. 
She was then abuut, forty cheong distant. 
J dou't know what the name of the Inunch 
is. Wo blew tho whis:le when we saw tho 
other launch. I put the Aforning- Star's 
wheel to starboard.: I moved the hela 
further to starboard when the vessels wero 
about 2) cheong apart. ‘The other lauach 
did not alter its ecoursa, but. came straight 
om until after I moved wy heln the second 
time, whon sho was-put hard e-port. Wo 
whjstled three times, As the vessels wera 
still approaching each other we slowed 
down and then reveraed our engines, Ina 
minute-aud-a-half after wo roversed, the 
vessuly came in contact. The, starboard 
side of tho Pioneer, a little in front of 
the funnel, came in contact with our 
bows. At the moment of the cullision 
our vessel was going ahead although tho 
engines wera reversed, “She was going 
through tho water slowly. Directly 
she touched the side of the Pioneer she 
went astern. Tho other véasel was going 
with her ongines fuil speedshead. She did 
not stop at all'but went straight. on, The 
bows of our vessel wero injured. Tt was 
slack tide at the time. When we frat sav 
the other vessel sho was a little on our port 
bow. : 

By Mr Francis :—I bave s licence from 
the Harbour Maater os a steersman. I got 
it eight montha ago. Before I aw the 
other launch I was stecring by: the light on 
the Meanee. I was intending to pass the 
Meanee s cheoog distant from her stern. 
We hod pasacd the Meanee's stern. when I 
first saw the lights of the Pioneer. Up to 
the time I saw the Pioneer we had the 
Meanee on our starboard bow. Firat I saw 
the white light of the Pioucer, then the red 
light, and afterwards I “anw: all the threo 
lighta.- I did not change the course while wo 
wore passing the Mfeaxes. If wo had both 
gone on without changing our c-urse at all 
we cuuld have passed, [ could sev thé 
other vessel's three lighta, and their posi- 
tion did not change. I changed my cours 
first because 1 wunted to get away frum the 
other vessel, 05 I was afraid she might come 
up againat us. 

Re-examined by Mr Caldwell—After 
tho uther vessel chanyed her course 1 saw 
the three lights, and immediately befora 
the collision I saw only her green light. 

Young Chan Kwong, one of the crew of 
Morning Star, aid ho was keeping a lookout 
on the evening uf the collision. He gave 
substantially the aame acoount of the 
oceurrence as the previous witness. When 
they first saw the Pioneer she was on thein 
port buw, betwoun forty and fifty cheang 
distant. Ho did not see the Pioneer before 
the Morning Star got astern of tho Meanee. 
The Morning Star's helm was put to star- 
board before the Pioucer was aven, 

Leung Aanu, engineer ou tho Morning 


Star, also gave evidence. 

| Xaviur, fare-collecter on the Morning 
Star, said the lights of the Pioucer were uot 
seen until the Mfurning Stur was ubout ten 
yards past the steru of ' the Meaner. 
The two vessels were then abuut buw 
to bow. The Moning Star chang- 
ed her courae to rigs and the other 
launch after coming nearer changed her 
course to her left. The effect of tho latter 
tusvemeut was to bring the two vessels 
nearer each other. 

Mr Fragcis, for the defendanta, said he 
thought ho cauld prove to his Lordship’s 
satiafuction that the collision was entirely 
duo to the Morning Star, or at least that 
there had been ‘contributory negligence on 
the part of the plaintiff's vessel. The de- 
fendunts’ case’-wag that at starting the 
Pioneer was weressarily on the starboard 
aide of the Aforning Stuy from the direction, 
which the vonsels.tovk across the harbour, 
that when thd ' Morning star sighted tho 
Pioneer she had the lattcr-on her, starcoard 
side, and that the vessels would have passed, | 
yreen light to green tight had the vessels 
kept on their ‘course, Whether in ‘con- 
sequence of seeing the Pioveer or in order 
to work up the harbour se us to get more 
conveniently to her’ auchorage, the Aforn: 
ing Star ported on passing the Meanee, and 
until the last moment, When she ported 
hard, thera was really no danger of, colli- 
iow so fat as the’ Pévreer was concerned, 
Until that moment the Pioneer had’ kept 
her course us her duty: was, avd it, was only 
when it seemed> extremely probable there 
would be a collidion that the Pioneer star- 
boarded a tittle so aa to lessén the ahock’of 
the collision.

Ima shareholder in that Company, 
Thave never said to anybody, to the best 
of my belief, that tho collision waa duo to 
tho Pioneer. 

Me Fruncis, in summing up, submitted 
the defendants wore entitled to judgment. 
Hehad proved that each vessel when they 
came in sight bad the other on the star. 
board bow, green light to groen light, with 
plenty of,room between them. Tho Pé-- 
neer held steadily on her course, and that 
which brought about tho risk of a collision 
and finally resulted iu a collision was the 
wrongful act of the Morning Star in at- 
tempting to croas the Pioneer. He quite 
admitted tht if the Pioneer had been more 
active the collision might bave been avert- 
ed. They might have prevented it if they 
had realiaed ut the earliest moment that a 
collision was higbly probable; still, ho 
submitted that tho defendants ought 
not to be condemned because they did 
not adopt the very best possible 
measures at once. They had no roxson to 
auppore until the Jast moment that the 
Morning Star was to adopt such a dasperate 
moasure as to try to run acres their bows, 

Mr Caldwei! aaid he hoped ha had shown 
to the satisfaction of the court that whon 
the Pioncer was firet seen from the Morning 
Star sho was'a little on the port bow ; but 
even if she was on tho starboard bow, it did 
not appear to what degree sho was on the 
starboard bow, and if his Lordship was not 
patisfied that it left a very wide margin, 
then-the case came under-the rile which 
required that in this position it was the 
duty of both vessels to port. In porting 
the Morning Star vbeyed' the law, whereas 
tho other launch disvbeyed the Jaw in star 
boarding, It was the duty of the Pioneer 
in avy circumatances to atop and reverse 
when thoro was actual danger of acollision, 
but instesd of doing this she kept on at full 
speed, :

A OHINAMAN ON WESTERN 
CUSTOMS. 

The Desultory Noteson Western Custome 
by a travelled Chinaman is perhaps ‘most 
entortaining.when it deals with the treat- 
ment accorded to tho weetern female. It 
isn't ao much that thd author’s facts ‘are 
ludicrously wrong. as that. they’ are 


ludicrously right ; he describés manners’ 


und habits familiar to us all our lives with 
a na{ve air of discovory much as Sir Joho 
Lubbock might ea; atiate on the prococd- 
ings of a new and uot uninteresting variety 
of ant. ‘Husband and wif will walk arm 
in arm along the street, aud nobody smile 
atit; abusband may perform any meuial 
task in his wifo’s presence, and nv one 
will laugh at him.’ It always seems: to 
atrike a Chinaman-as something excessively 
aiuusing if o trifle unseemly, that a western 
husband will give his arm to his wife; the 
compiler of the Sights of Shanghai fuund it 
the most striking of all, ectacles to be 
seen in our Pablic Garden, while. no’ Cbi- 
nese who was at all sensitive to ridicule 
would dream of waiting on bis wifo, as 
long na there was any one to see, If they 
wore alone, woll, our native friends admit, 
circumstencea might bo. different. ‘Tf two 
orthres frionds are walking along thestreats 
they must go abreast, not in any_ straggling 
order ; aud if they moet.o woran politenéss 
requires that they should make’ way for 
her.’ ‘Could any right-minded Confucianist 
think’ of yielding the path toa mere femsle? 
and in a country of nice gradations would 
itbe right-for a younger. brother. to koep 
step.with an eldex? But in the uogultured 
Weat ‘at meal time, the mén must wait till 
the-women are seated, and then-take one 
after snother. their. own places, and the 
game rule must be observed when the meal 
is finished.’ In China, us is bat ‘suitable 
and right, the women, lay the table for their 
lords, and when these have gorged them- 
selves, dino contentedly “off the ” scraps. 
©While the women are at the table the 
mien may not smoke out of respect for them, 
but when the meal ia over, they must retira 
toa separate amoking room, or if there is 
no such anicking room mast wait till the 
woinen havo left.’ Foreign customs in the 
mutter of smoking are sufficiently eccentric, 
‘When a guest arrives not only is no tes 
offered him, but he may smoke or not as he 
pleases, ;. Men who do not. smoke and. 
do not drink’ are wniversally ‘respected ‘for’ 
their transcendent. virtue. Very, many 
women drink but exceedingly few. smoke.’ 
'A Chinese host, would. very ‘properly. look 
askance atthe guest who refused the’ pipe 


of peace, and a Chindwoman. kuows ‘there’
